She felt thot ff tho dovtl thoughtltworth 
while to oppivss her, It was worth while for her to 
do bsttla against him. From that day she never 
needed to be iirecd to attack evil, even in Its most 
secately entrenched forms. 



Mrs. Booth is possessed of an exalted estimate 
of the i-esponslbilitics and privileges of The Army 
platform. To her it Is not a pedestal from which to 
kIvo or receive blandishments, nor a place to poso, 
ta set. to amuse, to please an audience. It ia a 
sacred eminence from which to uplift Christ as tJie 
healat of the soul, and from which to plead for the 
helpless and despairing. 

Haa Travelled Much 

In 1914 Mrs. Booth waa received in audience hy 
the Qmjen of Holland. She has visited the Conti- 
nent many times, and in 1911, during the Korthom 
European Congress, established a notable precedent 
by occupying the Cathedral pulptt In BotBOn, a pro- 
ce'cdin^r which needed the sanction of psrliajtient. 
Mrs. Booth has visited Canada and the United 
Statesj and is continually condacting campaigns in 
tho United Kingdom. 

Leader. Wife and Molher 

Mrs. Booth has an unrivalled reputation from the ' 
two extremes of society. In the presence of the 
earth's great ones she bears hei-Bclf with simple 
dignity: lier enthusiasm compels intCKst in the 
cause she espouses; men ol letters and science bear 
her gladly; by the outcast she Is loved and sought 
aa sister and friend. 

Mrs. Booth carries with her a personal intimacy 
with alt rclatlonshtpB of Army life. As a leader 
she has exaericnced the pressuro and strain of )ong- 
mntutulned resiioaBiblllty. She has suffered dlsap- 
pojntmont and defeat; she has felt the thrill of vic- 
tory. As a wife Bhe has stood htiRirie her huBbaiiil 
as counsellor, insplrcr and comforter^ has conUiiued 
active Bervico whilst rearing her family. She has 
had a full share of anxiety over an overworked 
husband, and the Inceovenlence nf a home th&t has 
been a kind of branch headquarters. Touching the 
temiporal aspect of motherhood, Mrs. Bootii has 
made and mended and managed for a family of 
seven. Spiritually she has wrestled for tho souls 
of her children and rejoiced to see them turn bv 
choice Into the holy war. She knows tho hones an^ 
fears of prolonged stck nursing, and has gulUod the 
feet of one of her flock through Urn Dark Ktvor. 
In her six setts and daughters she Is continually In 
touch with the younger goncratton of Olllcers, and 
is alive, with a mother's interest; to their dimculUvs 
an4l opportunities.
